But in ſubſtance they 
have hitherto, to the acknowledgement of all, done and 
ſpoken honeſtly enough. When thus all was running 
et, behold ſuddenly many croſs accidents. | We had la- 
boned much, and were in full confidence to have Alder - 
man Langham Lord Mayor of London; but, by the run: 
ning of ſome, Gayer is the man, a'greater malignant than 
ſectary; yet many hope well of him. The aſſembly obli· 
ged themſelves by promiſe to fit before and after non for 
| ſome time; but now, thinking they have | ſatisfied. the 
Houſes, by ſending up the half of the Confeſſion, the 
firſt nineteen heads, they are relapſed into their former 
"negligence. So we will be able few days in a week. to make 
an aſſembly; for if there be one fewer than forty, it is no 
meeting; and though the reſt of the heads be alſo paſt, 
et, in the review, the alteration of words, and the me- 
thodiſing, take up ſo much time, that we know not when 
we ſhall end.

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The Houſe of Lords abſolutely; the city very much; and 
very many of the ſhires, depended on him; but that 


which vexes us moſt is, that King is ſo unhappy that 


he will do nothing till he have undone himſelf and us. 
Had he but granted the ſubſtance of the propoſitions, we 


would have guided it well enough; but his hopes of our 


diviſions, and expectation from France, puts him further 
off than ever.

dition. Lorn hardly enough eſcaped Glengary's purfuir, 
Balcarras retired ; and, little after, with his lady, went 
diſguiſed through England to the King. Notwithſtanding 
of all theſe pitiful and ſhameful debates, Glencairn's par- 
ty {till increaſed, and his conduct became confiderable.
